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Council offices could be turned 
into £20 million development

FLATS or luxury apart¬ 
ments worth £20 million 
could be generated if the 
council sells its North 
Quay offices site in Wey¬ 
mouth for development. 

That was the message 
from local estate agents 
who talked to the View 
about the future of the of¬ 
fices which were recently 
flagged up with the 
Guildhall and Pavilion 
complex as being among 
areas the council was 
considering getting rid of 
as part of tough 2013- 
2014 budget decisions. 

Director Mark Bonnett 
of Hull, Gregson & Hull 
felt marketing the council 
offices site could gener¬ 


ate a development for up 
to 100 flats with shops 
and parking on the 
ground floor. 

He said: “The site is 
ideal for flats and some 
commercial use such as 
shops. It could accommo¬ 
date up to 100 flats de¬ 
pending on the type of 
development proposed 
and, with a rough guide¬ 
line of £200,000 per flat, 
you would be talking 
about a £20 million de¬ 
velopment. 

“It is a prime site and 
the only potential prob¬ 


lems are the retaining 
wall at the back, footings 
and flood risk. It also de¬ 
pends on what else is 
under the site. If there are 
mains services there it 
will be an issue.” 

He added that it was a 
shame the Pavilion com¬ 
plex potentially faced 
demolition “because once 
it goes it’s gone”. 

He added: “That said, if 
it is demolished, you are 
into big money shoring 
up the edges. If all this 
can be done then it is an 
amazing development 


opportunity for some¬ 
one.” 

Fox & Sons branch 
manager Damian Bastin 
agreed and said: “Flats 
would almost certainly be 
favourite from a develop¬ 
ment point of view for 
the council offices site. 

“It is a prime quality 
site, a fantastic location, 
and you could be talking 
about a £20 million de¬ 
velopment. 

“Including shops is a 
possibility, particularly if 
you look at what they 
have done in Dorchester, 
while the Pavilion site 
might be suitable for lux¬ 
ury apartments and a 
shopping complex. There 
is an existing need for a 
theatre and a small one 
could be incorporated 
within such a develop¬ 
ment.” 

Goadsby’s branch man¬ 
ager Alex Townsend also 
thought the council of¬ 
fices site could generate a 
£20 million development 
but for different reasons. 

He said: “This is a 
prime harbourside loca¬ 
tion for a landmark de¬ 
velopment which lends 
itself to luxury apart¬ 
ments such as the Quay 
West development at 
West Bay. 

“You probably 

wouldn’t want to have 
more than 40-50 apart¬ 
ments at an average of

£500,000 each with their 
own gardens and 
grounds, all aimed at rich 
second home owners. 

“If you overstock the 


site you devalue it, most 
definitely, although 
something like a restau¬ 
rant or a bistro would fit 
in as well and help the 


development. 

“The Pavilion complex 
site is a different ball 
game. It has the potential 
to be brilliant but it needs 


a lot of money to bring it 
up to standard and if it 
was easy to do the coun¬ 
cil would have done it by 
now.”

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BORN in Cambridge, Jake Reilly trained as a cab¬ 
inet maker in Hackney, London, before moving 
to Blandford Forum in Dorset. 

He made bespoke furniture and fitted kitchens 
before becoming factory manager for a company 
making eco-house kits. The 44-year-old is now 
production manager for renowned shepherd hut 
makers Plankbridge. 

He now lives in Dorchester with his wife and two 
sons. 


• WHAT does your job entail? 

My job entails overseeing our workshop and team of 
eight hut-makers, ensuring that each bespoke hut is 
built and finished on schedule and to the exacting stan¬ 
dards that our customers expect. I also have to build 
huts myself so the job has a good variety. 

• WHY are shepherds huts so popular? 

Shepherds huts, once a common feature of the south¬ 
ern chalk downlands, fell out of use as farming practices 
changed but have had something of a renaissance 
since around 2000 when they began being built again 
for modern uses. 

The huts that we make are fully insulated, totally 
weather proof and can be laid out however the cus¬ 
tomer wishes. They can have additional double glazed 
windows fitted, single or double doors, wood burning 
stoves, under floor heating, electric wiring for lights and 
power or solar panels. We then fit them with bespoke 
furniture such as beds, dressers, cupboards, fold down 
desks etc. 

They can be used as a garden room for enjoying a 
view, as a spare room for guests, as a home office or 
artists retreat, a teenagers den or a bolt hole for a quiet 
cup of tea away from the clamour of modern life. 

• HOW much work goes into them? 

They are built to a traditional design but with many im¬ 
proved features. They have a steel chassis, cast iron 
wheels made in Frome and the rest of the hut is built 
at our workshop in Piddlehinton. Each hut is built from 
beginning to end by one hut-maker, who is responsible 
for everything that goes in it. It takes around four to six 
weeks to complete. This craftsman approach gives the 
customer the best quality product and the hut-maker 
a great sense of pride in their work. 

• HAVE you always liked building things? 

I have always made things with wood, from helping my 
dad build bookshelves as a boy, to making dens and 
tree houses and then training as a cabinet maker. It is 
immensely satisfying to see a project through from be¬ 



ginning to end and to know that all the work has been 
done by you. 

• IS living/workspace becoming increasingly im¬ 
portant to people? 

We have built many huts for customers who run their 
own businesses from home, and want to have separate

space from the house to do so. They may need the 
room in the house for a growing family and a hut allows 
them to continue without the expense of renting office 
space. The hut can always be changed internally if re¬ 
quirements change. 

• WHAT is the most interesting living space you 
have ever seen? 

In the mid 90s I travelled round Europe with a group of 
friends and met many British travellers in vehicles that 
they had converted such as a Panorama Coach which I 
helped build a kitchen for. Probably the most amazing 
was a removals lorry that had been converted into a 
beautiful home for a family of four. It had a fold-down 
balcony made from the tailgate, a boot room, a kitchen 
area, a sitting area with a wood burner, a sleeping pod 
for the kids and up a spiral staircase built out of old 
school desks complete with lifting lids for storage and 
the parents'bed area. I would love to take an old vehicle 
and convert it in to a living space complete with lots of 
clever storage and space saving ideas myself. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Dorset? 

Having moved from East London we have never regret¬ 
ted it or wanted to return. West Dorset is such a beau¬ 
tiful part of the world, with such a variety of great 
beaches and walks, great country pubs, delicious local 
beers and friendly people. 

• WHAT do you hope for 2013? 

In 2013 I hope to help Plankbridge build on the suc¬ 
cesses of the last several years. I would like to start play¬ 
ing badminton again after an injury has kept me away 
for a few months. All the usual resolutions; get fit, lose 
weight etc. but also to do more exploring in Dorset. 

• WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

I always carry my phone and my Leatherman Wave 
multi-tool, which my sons bought for my birthday 2 
years ago. I use it every single day at work and now feel 
lost without it. 

• WHO would play you in the biopic movie of your 
life? 

I asked my so called friends who might play me in the 
biopic of my life and got Danny De Vito, Brad Pitt and 
Martin Clunes! Make of that what you will.

Local artist appointed for 
Weymouth Gateway site 


A DORSET artist has been ap¬ 
pointed to carry out a public art 
commission at the Weymouth Gate¬ 
way site. 

Andy Kirkby, who lives in More- 
ton near Dorchester, fought off 
tough competition from 38 other 
UK and international artists, with 
five being shortlisted to attend in¬ 
terviews at New Look’s new offices 
on Mercery Road. 

Artists were invited to apply in 
November to design and create a 
new scheme of public art which 
will sit at the Weymouth Gateway 
site on Mercery Road. 

The Weymouth and Portland com¬ 
munity will have its input into the 
scheme with the artist planning a 
creative workshop soon to engage 
with local schoolchildren to share 
their ideas and make models, some 
of which will be shown at a public 
exhibition to be held in early 
March. 

A blog is also expected to be set 
up so people can put forward their 
suggestions, comments and feed¬ 
back on ideas for the artwork. It is 
also hoped links with Weymouth 
College's art department could also 
prove productive. 

Mr Kirkby is renowned for com¬ 
bining the classical and contempo¬ 
rary in his work and recently 
created the Sea Road Public Art 
Trail in Boscombe. 

He says he is looking forward to 
meeting local people at a public 
meeting set to be held in January 
where he hopes to gather important 
local key themes and aspirations for

the design from the Weymouth and 
Portland community. 

More information about the pub¬ 
lic exhibition, meetings and further 
engagement will be made available 
in the New Year. 

Mr Kirkby said: “This initial cre¬ 
ative engagement with local people 
has always been a vital part of my 
past projects, public art should be 
just that - ‘public’ - accessible and 
relevant to the location and its resi¬ 
dents.” 

Weymouth and Portland culture 
spokesman Councillor Ian Bruce, a 
member of the panel which selected 
Mr Kirby said: “I am delighted he 
is going to be producing the public 
art for the Weymouth Gateway, 
New Look and Sainsbury’s site. 

“The Commissioning Panel had 


proposals from nearly 40 artists and 
detailed presentations from a short¬ 
list of five. Andy was our unani¬ 
mous choice and I was particularly 
pleased that it was a local artist who 
won through from such a talented 
and experienced group of appli¬ 
cants.” 

The art will be situated at the Mer¬ 
cery Road development which in¬ 
cludes a new Sainsbury’s, 
Whitbread restaurant and hotel and 
New Look Support Centre. 

Fashion retailer New Look is 
funding the whole project as part of 
its planning agreement while Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council is guid¬ 
ing the scheme. 

New Look staff moved into their 
new offices in November with the 
new Whitbread restaurant and hotel 
expected to open in February and 
works on the new Sainsbury’s store 
due to begin shortly. 

The artist’s brief says the commis¬ 
sion must make a positive, innova¬ 
tive and integrated contribution to 
the regeneration of the area which 
will attract both residents and visi¬ 
tors. It must be accessible, easy to 
maintain, robust, durable and, as far 
as possible, sustainably-produced. 

The brief for the design is open 
and could include a stand alone 
sculpture, land forms, street furni¬ 
ture or an audio-visual digital in¬ 
stallation. 

Any final design would need to be 
relevant to the Weymouth Gateway 
site and the borough’s historical, 
cultural and environmental charac¬ 
teristics. 


Sex attack on 60 
year old woman 

TWO men have been arrested after a 60-year-old 
woman suffered an alleged "serious sexual as¬ 
sault" in the Westham area of Weymouth. 

Detectives are appealing for witnesses to the in¬ 
cident, which happened in the early evening of 
Friday, December 21 st, to come forward. 

Police say a man assaulted the woman at a 
house just off Radipole Lane near to Hereford 
Road. 

A police cordon was put in place and an exam¬ 
ination was carried out by specialist crime scene 
investigators. 

Detective Inspector Neil Devoto, of the Major 
Crime Team, said: "This was a nasty, unprovoked 
attack on a 60-year-old woman. 

"It is likely that there were members of the pub¬ 
lic in the vicinity of Radipole Lane and Hereford 
Road around the time this unknown offender car¬ 
ried out this callous act. 

"I am very keen to speak to anyone who may 
have noticed a man acting suspiciously and 
knocking on doors in the area prior to, or after the 
incident took place. 

"I stress that all calls to Dorset Police are treated 
with the strictest confidence." 

Two men have been arrested and are currently 
helping police with their enquiries.

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Transfer of libraries to 
communities begins 


THE TAKEOVER of some of Dorset's li¬ 
braries is starting in the coming days - 
after the county council cut budgets 
and decided it could no longer afford 
to run them. 

Puddletown will lead the way on 7th 
January with dates also agreed for the 
transfer of Chickerell, Wool, Colehill and 
Stalbridge who will all take over the 
buildings and running of the service 
early in the new year. 

Burton Bradstock Library and Char- 
mouth Library have already taken over 
the lease of the buildings, and the 
transfer of the full service will take 
place in January and February. 

The libraries will be independent and 
self-governed, but supported with 
books, staffing and IT services from 
Dorset County Council in a deal worth 
£5,500 for each library each year. 

Books and public access computers 
will be provided by the council's library 
service. 

Library users will still use the same li¬ 
brary card both at the community li¬ 
braries and council run libraries, and 
they can continue to access e-books, 
on-line reference resources via 
www.dorsetforyou.com/libraries. 

Talking books, CDs or DVDs will be 
available through the council's request 
service or from any county council 
managed library. Reading Groups and 
Home Library Service will also continue 
as part of the council's services. 

There may be changes to the open¬ 
ing hours at some of the community 
run libraries as the volunteers plan to 


extend opening hours or change open¬ 
ing times to better meet local needs. 

Councillor Hilary Cox, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for community services, said: "I am 
very pleased that by working together 
in partnership and through careful lis¬ 
tening and constructive negotiation, 
we have now finalise dates for local 
communities to take over the respon¬ 
sibility for running seven libraries with 
support from Dorset County Council. 

"The county council appreciates the 
local leadership and hard work that has 
been done.This innovative approach is 
good for local communities, while 
helping us to manage our reduced 
budget, which we have to do. I would 
like to thank all the volunteers for com¬ 
ing forward." 

Graham Lee, Chairman of Ad Lib (As¬ 
sociation of Friends of Dorset Libraries) 
said,"16 months ago, eight community 
libraries located throughout the 
county were faced with the stark 
choice of being closed through the lack 
of funding or managing the libraries 
themselves. 

"The response of the community 
which are volunteers to this challenge 
has been remarkable. We are at least 
near the end of the negotiations de¬ 
signed not only to give the libraries 
and sound start but also a secure fu¬ 
ture. 

The transfer of the seven community 
libraries will contribute towards the 
£725,000 savings required from the li¬ 
brary service budget. 


Looking for a long 
term Olympic legacy 


KEY aspects of celebrations for this 
summer’s Olympic and Paralympic 
Games could be repeated in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland for years to 
come. 

Councillors are to discuss the pos¬ 
sibility of making spectaculars such 
as people wading out into Wey¬ 
mouth Bay carrying flaming 
torches a regular annual event at a 
management committee meeting on 
January 8th. 

Among the projects being put for¬ 
ward as a priority include develop¬ 
ing a 2013 Summer to Remember 
Festival with beach sports arena, 
live site, ambassadors and torch 
wading and investigating whether a 
small part of Weymouth seafront 
could be pedestrianised in the sum¬ 
mer with more cycle parking pro¬ 
vided. 


Members will also consider en¬ 
suring that contacts are continued 
with 500 business leaders who vis¬ 
ited during Games time and sup¬ 
porting the continued regeneration 
of Osprey Quay with the site own¬ 
ers, the Homes and Communities 
Agency, capitalising on the land 
available and great connectivity. 

Other ideas include working with 
national tourism agencies to capi¬ 
talise on the global Games time TV 
coverage of Weymouth and Port¬ 
land and Dorset, working with oth¬ 
ers to develop and promote outdoor 
activities, sports, heritage and cul¬ 
tural tourism themes and develop¬ 
ing an ambassador operation with 
local volunteer centres. 

Weymouth and Portland manage¬ 
ment committee chairman Council¬ 


lor Mike Goodman said: “Achiev¬ 
ing long-term legacy benefits from 
being a host venue for the Olympic 
and Paralympic sailing events has 
always been a top priority for the 
local councils. We have already se¬ 
cured many significant benefits but 
the plan is to continue. 

“The tough financial situation 
facing councils means we must 
focus on a number of priorities that 
have a realistic chance of being de¬ 
livered and which deliver the 
biggest legacy benefits for local 
people and businesses. 

“This means increasing participa¬ 
tion in sport and the arts as well as 
attracting businesses and people 
who will spend money in the area, 
all providing a boost for the local 
economy.” 


The report, including existing 
legacy benefits and listing all po¬ 
tential legacy actions and the ten 
top priorities is to be considered by 
councillors on January 8th.

AN international expedition saved by Portland 
community was due to depart yesterday (jan2) 
from Patagonia. 

Shackleton Epic is attempting to be the first 
to authentically re-create Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton’s voyage from Elephant Island to South 
Georgia and the climb over its mountainous in¬ 
terior. 

It is only going ahead because of Portland’s 
heroic community spirit which saved the day 
when a terrible injury threatened work on a 
replica lifeboat. 

Petty Officer Seb Coulthard needed recon¬ 
structive surgery on his hand after a power saw 
accident which meant he couldn’t complete 
work on the expedition’s replica lifeboat, the 
Alexandra Shackleton, named after Shackle- 
ton’s grand-daughter. 

But the people of Portland rallied to an emer¬ 
gency appeal to complete rope splicing, deck¬ 
ing, painting and bulkhead work in a 
magnificent response led by Yvonne Beven of 
Revive Portland. 

Seb is a member of the international team 
preparing to re-enact Sir Ernest Shackleton’s 
voyage aboard the James Caird lifeboat across 
the Southern Ocean from Elephant Island to 
South Georgia. 

If they complete the gruelling 800-mile 
crossing then three men will traverse the inte¬ 
rior of South Georgia in an attempt to reach the 
abandoned whaling station of Stromness where 
Shackleton raised the alarm during the ill-fated 
Imperial Trans-Antarctic Expedition of 1914- 
17. This journey is often cited as one of the 
greatest rescue missions in the history of ex¬ 
ploration.

To this day, no-one has been able to replicate 
Shackleton’s ‘double’, both the boat journey 
and the mountain crossing. 

Seb said: “The response to my appeal has 
been wonderful. If it hadn’t been for Yvonne 
and the people of Portland this expedition 
would have had to be postponed. It is people 
like them who put great back in to Great 
Britain.” 

The crew of six expeditioners led by British- 
Australian adventurer Tim Jarvis, 46, will ini¬ 
tially head for King George Island to 
rendezvous with their expedition vessel, 
Alexandra Shackleton, the 22.5’ replica of the 


James Caird lifeboat, before setting sail for 
Elephant Island and the start of the history 
making expedition. 

Shackleton Epic aims to honour the achieve¬ 
ments of Sir Ernest Shackleton and his men in 
the lead up to the centenary of the expedition 
(2014-2016) while raising awareness about the 
impacts of climate change in Antarctic. 

Jarvis will be joined in the expedition by five 
others including British skipper, around the 
world yachtsman Nick Bubb, 2nd sailor Aus¬ 
tralian Paul Larsen who recently set a new 
world speed sailing record, and Brits Mountain 
Leader W02 Barry Gray RM, Expedition 
Bosun Petty Officer Seb Coulthard RN and 
mountaineer and cameraman Ed Wardle. They 
hope to complete the expedition by mid-Feb¬ 
ruary 2013.

Fracking applications could 
be made in West Dorset 

WEYMOUTH solicitors Battens is warning that a Gov¬ 
ernment green light to resume fracking, or hydraulic 
fracturing, for gas extraction could prompt legal dis¬ 
putes. 

Battens chairman David Stephens said opponents 
of the process were likely to turn to the planning 
system to object to any proposals put forward by 
energy companies. 

Mr Stephens said Dorset and Somerset could be 
increasingly in the frame for future fracking appli¬ 
cations due to the presence of shale gas in their ge¬ 
ological make-up. 

His comments follow a government announce¬ 
ment that fracking, which had been suspended for 
18 months after earth tremors were felt at a scheme 
near Blackpool, could restart subject to new con¬ 
trols aimed at reducing environmental risk. 

Fracking is so-called because it creates fractures in 
underground rocks when fluid and chemicals are in¬ 
jected into cracks, allowing gas to be extracted. 

While it can boost productivity, opponents point 
to potential gas leaks, tremors and seepage of tox¬ 
ins into water tables, all risking damage to the coun¬ 
tryside and reducing property values. 

Mr Stephens said:"Planning permission is required 
before any fracking can take place and a licence is 
needed from the Department of Energy and Climate 
Change. Permission will of course only be sought 
where, geologically, fracking is likely to yield results. 

"In the South West there is a zigzag belt from 
Minehead to Lyme Regis which makes Somerset, 
Devon and Dorset all potential targets. The govern¬ 
ment's green light could therefore open the doors 
for fresh planning applications and legal disputes." 

Somerset and Dorset county councils report no 
fracking applications registered as yet, but Mr 
Stephens said the issue could be expected to "run 
and run". 

He added that Battens'planning and construction 
teams are experts in the procedures of planning law 
and can advise clients whatever their point of refer¬ 
ence on fracking.

Experiencing fear 

M ANY of us can relate to this heading. Peo¬ 
ple are scared by different things, whether 
it is mice, spiders, dogs or heights etc. 

A lady I knew was concerned about a loose dog. 
Its name was Caesar, and when the owner called it 
she was even more fearful. She mistakenly thought 
he said seize her! 

Medical examinations can also be a cause of worry 
and some avoid them as long as possible. Such an 
attitude is rather foolish. If there is something 
wrong, the sooner it is diagnosed and treated the bet¬ 
ter. If there is no cause for alarm it is good to have 
this assurance. 

A lot of our fears do turn out to be completely un¬ 
founded but, at the time of uncertainty, they are very 
real. 

None of us can be absolutely sure what our future 
holds or how long this life will continue. Although 
Christians are not exempt from illness and disease, 
there are many scriptures of support and encourage¬ 
ment.

PORTLAND Amateur Boxing Club put on a fan¬ 
tastic night of boxing with all their boxers win¬ 
ning on their home dinner show on, December 
8th. 

Seven local boxers were involved including 
three skills bouts for which there is no winner. 

First up was the club's youngest ever boxer 
Archie Nash, who at 10 years old was having his 
first skills bout with Blandford's James Stockwell. 

Both boys gave it their all and Nash, the 
younger and lighter of the two boys showed 
great strength and courage beyond his years in a 
fantastic, evenly matched bout. 

Next was 11-year-old Derry McNulty who is 
Portland's first ever female junior boxer in a skills 
bout against Emily Watt from Heart of Devon 
ABC. McNulty showed tremendous courage and 
determination in a brilliant bout against an ag¬ 
gressive opponent, showing great footwork and 
an excellent defence, and didn't stop going for-

ward the whole bout. Her skilful performance 
earned her the trophy for Junior Boxer of the 
night by Portland's new sponsor AAA Transport. 

The last skills bout saw Portland's Kyle Baldwin 
against Mitchell Turner from Barnstable. The two 
junior heavyweights stood toe to toe for three 
rounds in a highly competitive bout. Baldwin re¬ 
ally showed that his hard work and great attitude 
to training has paid off and he is ready to 
progress on to a competitive schoolboy bout. 

The first schoolboy bout was between Port¬ 
land's Taylor Wakefield and Harry Bryant of Trow¬ 
bridge ABC. The Islander put on a fantastic 
performance showing real heart and determina¬ 
tion in a fiercely fought contest that ended in a 
unanimous win for Wakefield. 

One of the dinner guests was so impressed with 
Wakefield that he has offered him sponsorship to 
help him progress in the sport. 

Portland's Kane Hamilton faced tricky southpaw 


Kane Wildman of Camborne and Redruth, but 
Hamilton using his superior skill and with a dom¬ 
inant third round gained the Islanders their sec¬ 
ond win of the night. 

Heavyweight Sean Hernshaw who was 
matched against Joe Peach from Torbay was a 
real crowd pleaser, showing remarkable move¬ 
ment and accurate punching in a dominant dis¬ 
play that resulted in another win for the 
unbeaten boxer. 

Topping the bill was Portland's Aran Thomas 
against hard-hitting Francis Lynn from Prior- 
swood ABC.These experienced boxers put on an 
excellent display, with Thomas dominating the 
first three rounds. 

Despite Lynn throwing everything he had in the 
last round,Thomas picked up the win on all three 
judge's scorecards, his performance earning him 
the award for Best Senior boxer of the night by

Gough showed the better 
work as he rocked Cooper 
early on in round one in a fast 
but good natured encounter, 
and in round two saw Aaron 
him put his opponent under 
pressure, giving him a black 
eye. 

However, he seemed to 


have lost the spirit of making 
a good scrap of it and 
stopped defending himself 
properly when the referee 
stepped in and stopped the 
fight, which later showed he 
was boxing with a damaged 
hand. 

Jack's win seemed less cred¬ 
itable when the Referee 
stepped in and waved the 
bout off only to discover that 
Aaron was boxing with a 
damaged hand. 

Ben Geyser ringside said: 
"We all wish Aaron well and a 
speedy recovery; this is a real 
blow to the club. Aaron was 


fast becoming a good boxer, 
eager to spar and take on all 
members." 

Sol Gilday-Evans was 

matched with Jamie Parker 
also from the Cooper Boys 
Gym. 

Parker's attack from the start 
saw an angry exchange of 
combinations of fists and up¬ 
percuts which was well 
matched by Gilday-Evans 
whose south paw jabbing 
and left crosses controlled the 
early exchanges. 

Round two saw Gilday- 
Evans break Parker's rhythm 
with classy left and right 


hooks to body and head. 

But towards the end of the 
second with the Dorchester 
boxer well ahead on points, 
Parker pulled out a hard right 
that momentarily halted Gil¬ 
day-Evans to the delight of 
the home town. 

The final round saw Parker 
with renewed confidence at¬ 
tack again, but Gilday-Evans 
responded with cracking eye¬ 
catching shots that sent 
Parker's head back. 

Although Gilday-Evans was 
looking to have every chance 
of causing a real upset, it was 
Parker that was given the 


points verdict. 

Mark Sheldon and Pete 
Ewan, new coaches at the 
Dorchester club said: "All the 
boxers showed courage; their 
fitness and skills were impec¬ 
cable.

WPNSA to host annual 
Handicap Regatta 

WEYMOUTH and Portland National Sailing Academy 
are excited to introduce a new event starting in 2013, the 
'WPNSA Annual Handicap Regatta' inspired by the 
Games events held at Weymouth and Portland this year. 

This event will provide the opportunity for competitors 
to race on Olympic waters and have access to support 
from Olympic class coaches. 

The new event, scheduled to take place on the August 
Bank Holiday weekend has been designed to combine 
coaching, fleet and handicap racing on the very special 
waters used for the Games events. 

On Friday, August 23rd entrants will have access to top 
Olympic coaches prior to their weekend of racing, fol¬ 
lowed by three handicapped races per day on the same 
course inclusive of all classes, giving many competitors 
the opportunity to race in a big fleet. 

On the Bank Holiday Monday an all classes pursuit 
race will be held, run under the RYA Portsmouth Yard¬ 
stick handicap scheme. 

The objectives of a pursuit race allows boats of differ¬ 
ent classes to race together, starting at different times 
with the intention of them all crossing the finish line to¬ 
gether on the Olympic Medal Race Course at the Nothe. 

This type of racing can be extremely exciting and pro¬ 
vide the opportunity to be involved in close racing 
against other classes. 

WPNSA is pleased to be partnering with Sail Racer to 
develop this new event. SailRacer will be delivering the 
event web platform from online entry and innovative 
online sports presentation to allow spectators to follow 
all the live action over the Summer Bank Holiday. 

Arrangements have been made with SailLaser, Wey¬ 
mouth, the on-site sailing school, for a range of boats to 
be chartered. 

These will include Lasers, Laser 2000s, Picos, Vagos, 
Stratos and Bahias for people without their own boats 
locally to take part in the racing - it will also give 'rusty 
sailors' who have sailed in the past, but don't currently 
have their own boat to participate in a fun event on the 
waters that hosted the sailing superstars of the Olympics 
and Paralympics. 

The weekend of competition will be accompanied by 
on-shore social activities with a 'sailing festival' atmos¬ 
phere. Stands from various partaking classes will be sit¬ 
uated on site for the duration of the event promoting 
their class to current and potential new members. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive of the WPNSA, com¬ 
mented: 'We are really looking forward to the Annual 
Handicap Regatta, it is designed to be accessible to as 
many classes as possible, and provide an enjoyable but 
still competitive weekend sailing and racing on Olympic 
waters. There will be a WPNSA Regatta Cup awarded 
and the event will not be one-off, but be part of a pro¬ 
gramme to ensure there is a continuing and lasting 
legacy in Dorset and the United Kingdom.'

Double for Weymouth youngsters 


Weymouth U10 85-5 beat 
Portland 80-2 by 5 runs 

WEYMOUTH got off to a positive start 
with openers Charlie Price (12) and 
Tom Anderson (21) punishing any 
short or wayward bowling with an im¬ 
pressive opening stand of 42 before 
Price fell to direct hit from Jessica Riley. 

Portland soon followed up with an¬ 
other superb run-out and William Cot¬ 
ter clean bowled H Edge (12) as the 
run rate slowed against fine bowling 
backed up by impressive fielding. 

Peter Sappworth (13) added some 
quick runs in the final over as Wey¬ 
mouth closed on 85-5. 

Portland's reply got off to a slow start 
against some fine line and length 
bowling and after five overs they had 
struggled to 29 despite not losing a 
wicket. 

With the loss of Cotter (11), incoming 
batsman Owen Harrison (20) set about 
increasing the run rate with excellent 


shot placement and fine running be¬ 
tween the wickets. 

Captain Owen Lovett Portland mom 
(27 no) played his part as Portland en¬ 
tered the last over needing 26 for vic¬ 
tory. 

With 17 runs scored off the first four 
balls the match was on a knife edge 
and a five from Charlie Durant (9no) 
left only four runs required. 

An accurate ball from Alfie Sapp¬ 
worth and an athletic stop in the field 
resulted in a dot ball as Weymouth 
gained their first victory of the season 
in dramatic style. 

Weymouth U12 128 - 3 beat 
Portland 127-2 by 3 wkts 

IN another thriller the match went 
down to the last ball as Weymouth 
opened their account with their first 
win of the season. 

Asked to bat, Portland's openers Joe 
Adkins (27no) and Owen Lovett (21) 


produced an opening stand of 71 in 
just 4.2 overs before Lovett was run¬ 
out by a direct hit. 

Incoming batsman Charlie Durant 
produced some clever shots in an ex¬ 
cellent innings of 22 before being 
cleaned bowled by J Sappworth. 

Owen Harrison (25 no) and William 
Cotter (4no) took the game to the 
Weymouth's bowlers in the last couple 
of overs with excellent shot selection 
and running as Portland closed on a 
challenging 127-2. 

Weymouth's reply got off to a slow 
start against Adkins (2-0-9-1) and 
Lovett (2-0-10-1) accounting for P Sap¬ 
pworth (11) and T Anderson for a duck 
as Portland looked to apply early pres¬ 
sure. 

The introduction of C.Price (42no) 
and J.Sappworth (43no) swung the 
game in Weymouth's favour as the two 
punished any wayward bowling with 
classic stroke play and placement. 

They did not have it all their own way 


however as Portland kept the pressure 
up with a good display in the field 
which left 29 needed off the last over. 

Sappworth drove the first ball 
straight to the back wall for eight. 

He then accumulated another 17 
runs aided by some wayward throws 
off the next four balls that left four 
needed off the last ball. 

Another well placed shot and Wey¬ 
mouth had broken their duck for the 
season in an absolute thriller that had 
kept a good crowd on the edge off the 
seats. 

League Coordinator Grant Neven 
summed it up: "Wow what better ad¬ 
vert for junior cricket could there be? 

"Both games ebbed this way and 
that, produced cricket of the highest 
order and the sportsmanship was out¬ 
standing. 

"Every single player gave their all 
and kept the crowd on their feet 
throughout. I take my hat off to you 
all." 


Kenyan elections means 
all change for Grant 

PORTLAND cricketer and Dorset coach Grant Neven is 
determined to continue his fund raising visit to Africa 
in February to help raise awareness to AIDS and to 
coach local people to play cricket despite a clash with 
the Kenyan elections which have been called for the 
same time. 

Neven who coaches Portland Red Triangle and is 
their 2nd XI captain was due to visit Kenya as part of a 
volunteer group often coaches from Cricket Without 
Boundaries, a UK cricket development and AIDS 
awareness charity which is run almost entirely by the 
dedication and enthusiasm of its volunteers, but be¬ 
cause of the elections they will now travel to Uganda. 

The charity has two main goals; to spread cricket 
through coaching children and teaching adults how 
to coach; and linking the sport to HIV/AIDS awareness 
and incorporating these messages into every day 
coaching sessions. 

He has to raise £2,000 for the trip and has already 
made a solid start with a 24hr Cricketathon which 
raised almost £350. 

He is hoping to add to that total on January 4th with 
Stumpy's Cricket Tea and Quiz ay the Royal Dorset 
Yacht Club in Weymouth from 7.30pm onwards. Entry 
is by donation. 

Neven who goes by the nickname "Stumpy" said: "I 
personally have had great pleasure in both playing 
and coaching cricket for a number of years and feel 
that CWB will give me the opportunity to transfer 
some of that feel good factor into helping to spread 
awareness of HIV/AIDS."

Evo-Stik Premier: att: 701 
WEYMOUTH completed their sixth 
win on the trot with a convincing 
win over St Neots Town at the Bob 
Lucas Stadium of Saturday. 

After a pedestrian performance 
against Bashley on Boxing Day, 
Weymouth produced a sparkling 
second half performance that sees 
them now occupy a play- off place 
in the Evo-stik South Premier Divi¬ 
sion. 

Manager Brendon King was 
forced to make one change with 
Kyle Critchell replacing Stephen 
Reed who felt unwell and occupied 
the bench, and the former Dorch¬ 
ester defender soon made his mark 
in the eighth minute, sending a 
fierce header just over the bar from 
Scott Walker's corner. 

St Neots Town, themselves title 
contenders still despite a recent 
poor run, responded with Gavin 


Hoyte forcing Simon Evans to dive 
low to his left to keep out his 
header from Lewis Hilliard's corner. 

Mark Ford almost gave the Terras 
the lead in 17 minutes when 
hetoe-poked his effort over the ad¬ 
vancing Jack Giddens but also just 
over the crossbar. 

The vistors took the lead against 
the run of play on 25 minutes 
when they broke quickly down the 
right. Skipper Dan Jacob's low cross 
found Ade Yusuff who completely 
miskicked and left Evans stranded 
as Craig Calver had the easy task of 
slotting home at the far post. 

Jacob became the sinner four 
minutes later when he fouled Ford 
and Walker curled an exquisite 25- 
yard left foot shot inside Giddens' 
right hand post for the equaliser. 

The Terras skipper almost re¬ 
peated the feat on 41 minutes after 
Hoyte fouled Ford, but this time his 
free-kick cannoned into Giddings

chest before the ball was hooked 
away to safety. 

The Saints had a great chance to 
level six minutes after the break 
but Yusuff with a free header from 
Calver's clever cross headed over 
the top from close range. 

Ford almost broke through the 
visitors defence but was finally 
forced away at the expense of a 
corner before he put Weymouth 
ahead on 56 minutes. 

Receiving the ball on the right 
hand side of the box he appeared 
unable to decide what to do as he 
searched for an opening before fir¬ 
ing a low shot under Giddens and 
just inside the near post. 

Just after the hour Dan Smith re¬ 
placed Craig Duff and he immedi¬ 
ately set about mesmerising the 


Saints defence with some scintillat¬ 
ing runs as Weymouth started to 
take command of the match. 

Critchell showed some neat foot¬ 
work inside the penalty box but 
was finally blocked for a corner 
from which Giddens produced a 
reaction save from Ben Joyce who 
flicked on Palmer's shot. 

It was virtually one way traffic 
and in 80th minute Critchell fed 
Ford who held off a defender but 
could only find the side netting 
with his shot. 

The worry was that St Neots 
might breakaway and equalise, but 
eight minutes from the end Wey¬ 
mouth sealed the points when 
Walker's free-kick found Palmer at 
the far post and his header back 
gave Sam Poole the easiest task to 
nod home on the line. 

Ford almost added another late 
on but Giddens got down well to 
hold on to his low shot. 


King was delighted with his side's 
performance that sees the Terras 
move into fifth position but is 
under no illusions that it can go on 
forever. 

"The law of averages says that it's 
going to come to an end some¬ 
time; that's six on the run and nine 
wins in 11. 

"I thought that might be today to 
be honest because we went one 
down and were a little lethargic 
but it was a workmanlike perform¬ 
ance and once we got our noses in 
front we controlled the game. 

"We need to be a bit more ruthless 
but our second-half performance 
was outstanding." 

Referring to Mark Ford he said: 
"We know Mark Ford can score 
goals but what's pleasing me more 
is his all-round game and that has 
really shown over the last few 
games, whilst they couldn't live 
with Dan Smith when he came on."
